And yet despite distances and differences, Cana¬ 
dians are brethren dwelling together in unity, motivat¬ 
ed by the common objective of building a great nation 
of the north in the new world. 

We are fortunate, we Canadians, to have two great 
cultures, French and British, as well as the best of 
many other cultures working in us to leaven ouu na¬ 
tionhood. Our way of life is compounded of the cus¬ 
toms, the ideals, the mores of many nations, yet its 
strongest ingredient is freedom of the individual. 

Canadian unity has developed from the people. We 
are united because we believe that in unity alone can 
we achieve our destiny as a nation. Whether we speak 
French or English we are convinced that by working 
together we can build on the northern half of the 
North American continent a nation that win be a 
stronghold of democracy and freedom—a model for 
other nations to follow. 

Unity in Canada is a living, growing thing. It has 
developed greatly during the first halt of the twent¬ 
ieth century. Even in the lifetime of many Canadians 
now in their prime, old animosities have died, old sec¬ 
tional feuds have disappeared, or nearly so. 

Two world wars, the radio, better transportation, a 
desire for Canadians to know one another—all of 
these and more have been factors in the increasing 
oneness of our people. Never, however, in our develop¬ 
ment of natonal unity has there been any thought of 
elimin ating the variety that makes us what we are. 
Rather there has been encouragement of the cultures 
and traditions brought here from other lands. 

We know that it is good and pleasant to dwell in 
unity. We know, too, that to achieve that we must 
consciously put forth an effort to know each other, to 
appreciate each other's problems and ideas and ideals. 
There is much that can be done to strengthen our un¬ 
ity if we Canadians will but make the effort. We need, 
for example, a national flag, more national songs, 
more visiting back and forth between the various sec-

In this 
greatly weakened condition the 
teeth are easy prey to dental de¬ 
cay; and hence in many mouths 
thus abused a great many cavi- 
fios can usually be found."

There is a great need for im¬ 
provement in me quality of hay 
grown. In the past, bulk has been 
the major consideration, with 
quality receiving very little of 
the attention it deserves. More of¬ 
ten than not, hay cutting is de¬ 
layed to obtain the maximum 
tonnage. Wnen this is the case, 
fibre content is increased, digesti¬ 
bility is reduced as well as pay¬ 
ability. 

Cutting at the optimum time, 
means early cutting for many. 
Iirome and crested wheat should 
be cut at-the early heading stage, 
timothy when In blossom and red 
top when fully headed. Alfalfa is 
ready when it is just commencing 
to bloom, and sweet clover when 
in the bud stage. When a mixture 
of a grass and legume is grown, 
toe best time to cut is wtjen the 
predominant legume is in the 
right stage. 

It has long been known that 
early ill the season fibre content 
.ol the hay plants is low and the 
protein high. As the season ad¬ 
vances, the iibre increases and the 
piotein decreases. When the hay 
crop is out early, more leaves are 
saved, when cutting is delayed, 
many ol the lower leaves dty up 
aiul are lost. Leaves are one of 
the most valuable pans of the hay 
crop. 

Careful curing of the hay is the 
second stop in improving the qual¬ 
ity. The bleaching ol buy by sun 
and winds results in a loss of vit¬ 
amins, and there is a loss of min¬ 
erals in bleaching by rain. Hays 
spread in the jwnth may thus lose 
two important essentials in animal 
nutrition. 

Hay crops such as alfalfa or the 
short grasses must be cut with the 
mower, but where a side delivery 
rake is used.* it can be put into 
lij$it windrows at an early stage.

DDT, applied in a coarse spray or 
by means -of a paint brush will 
provide protection for several 
months. 

Mothballs and naphthalene flak¬ 
es are not repellents, so are effec¬ 
tive only when confined with 
woollens in a tightly-closed, prac¬ 
tically air-tight space where their 
vapours will be retained. The av¬ 
erage clothes ploset will not re¬ 
tain their vapours, sufficiently.

of the stem is found, tihe main 
damage may be due to rot rather 
than weevils. In such cases spray¬ 
ing will not save the crop. 

Moisture and temperature con¬ 
ditions have favoured develop¬ 
ment of sweet clovei root rot this 
spring, advises Mr. Lobay. but 
these conditions may not occur 
again for many years. The fact 
that the root rot occurred this 
year has no bearing on what may 
happen next year. It should be re¬ 
alized that a repetition of this 
years losses is unlikely in 1932, 
and that it will be unwise to dis¬ 
continue growing sweet clover be¬ 
cause of such losses.

In the Lindberg area, six head 
of cattle died suddenly after eat¬ 
ing sodium chlorate from an open 
drum. Autopsy by the Veterinary 
Services Branch revealed heavy 
concentration of sodium chlorate. 
Two of the cattle died almost im¬ 
mediately, and four others a week 
later. Several other cattle were 
seriously ill from the poison 

Dr. Ballantyne advised groat 
caution in the use of poisons. 
They should be left where child¬ 
ren and aninvils cannot reach 
them. If livestock is poisoned, oily 
laxatives such as raw linseed oil 
and mineral oil provide emer¬ 
gency treatment, but a veterin¬ 
arian should be called immediat¬ 
ely.
